GREAT FILMS SHOWN ON THE SUBWAY 

Among the great films shown last weekend in the 
lesser-known Hamptons Subway Film Festival 
(HSFF), the film Three Billboards Outside Ebbing, 
Missouri was voted the favorite by straphangers. 


Movies were shown continuously from 8 a.m. to 
8 p.m. on every platform so riders got little pieces 
of each movie as they hurried along to board the 
trains. Three Billboards was a surprise winner at 
HIFF last year and later won Academy Awards. 
And yet many straphangers had missed it. Riders 
also voted on the best platform transformation 
from “platform” to “Movie Platform.” Quogue 
won Best of the Best. 


NEON ARROWS 
Three weeks ago, you may recall, the new 
Hamptons Subway Marketing Director Harry 
“Grand” Slam, formerly of the Toronto Subway, 
Chopper Pad and Bridge Authority, spoke with 
Hamptons Subway Commissioner Bill Aspinall 
behind closed doors to consider the fact that 
many people are unaware of where the entrances 
to all the subway platforms are. Some are said to 
scoff at the idea that the Hamptons even has a 
subway system. 

As a result of this meeting, Commissioner 
Aspinall ordered 14 orange blinking neon arrows 


built, each five feet long, and mounted them at. 


the top of the stairs blinking every four seconds 
while pointing down to each of the 14 subway 
platforms below. 


The effort was an immediate success. 
Subway ridership shot up 85% in the first 
three days. But many environmentalists filed 
protests with the Hamptons Town Board. 
The Hamptons are old English 17th century 
villages with white churches and wood shingle 
windmills everywhere. Having blinking neon 
arrows in the center of every town was terrible. 
Commissioner Aspinall offered to have the 
neon turned off when the subway shuts for 
maintenance at 2 a.m. every night. But this did 
not mollify anybody. Mayor Brody said his hands 
were tied. The old laws, which protected our 
historic towns from flashing neon, were removed 
when new EPA officials appointed by the Trump 
administration said that neon was good for 
business and that was their new focus. So at 3 
a.m. last Monday, hundreds of demonstrators, 
most believed to be of the wimpy Democrat 
persuasion, attacked the neon, removed them all 
and carried them still flashing to a great bonfire 
pile at Monument Square, Southampton where, 
amidst the Revolutionary War cannons there, 
jet fuel set them all popping and blazing. The 
police and fire department crews, all local folk, 
contained this blaze but did not put it out until - 
the last arrow was consumed. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

As far as those neon arrows were concerned, 
I decided to bow to the will of the 
townspeople. The arrows had done their job. 
The location of our entrances is now emblazoned 
into this entire community's mind. Also done 
was “Grand” Slam who I called to my office and 
declared fired. We’d spent a small fortune on 
those arrows. What a mess. #&

ANIMAL BLESSING RUNS AMUCK 
An annual Blessing of the Animals service got out 
of control last Sunday at the historic Little Chapel 
at Napeague. A large number of animals somehow 
escaped the clutches of their owners and ran 
amuck in the Chapel and in the surrounding 
neighborhood. The Hamptons Police dispatched 
its animal control team to the scene to aid in 
recovering the animals, but the officers arrived to 
find a scene of chaos. 

“Talk about a sermon making you want to 
crawl up the wall,” quipped Hamptons Police 


spokesman Larry Hirsch. “By the time we got 


there, a bunch of collared lizards were doing just 
that!” Meanwhile, excited dogs had broken free 
from their leashes and were leaping after the 
lizards, trying to grab them with their teeth, says 
Hirsch. “The lizards were too quick for the dogs, 
luckily,” says Hirsch. — 

At the same time, a catfight of epic proportions 
was underway on the altar, and_ several 
churchgoers had been bloodied in their attempts 
to separate sparring felines from each other. “If 
our officers had arrived earlier, they certainly 
would have advised against any intervention,” 
says Hirsch. “Little Frisky may be cute and 
cuddly at home, but set him amongst a couple 
of strange cats and the instincts take over.” 
The animal control officers deployed specialists 
in armored suits to approach and subdue the 
furious cats. 


KEEP ALERT 
The Hamptons Police announced this week 
that they have developed a new system for 
sending text alerts to all of the cell phones in the 
Hamptons simultaneously. “Our communications 


-department has been working overtime on this,” 


says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“It will give us the ability to make rapid contact 
with the entire population of the South Fork 
whenever we want.” 

It is as yet unclear. what use the department 
intends to make of the new alert system—Hirsch 
was somewhat vague about this. “Right now, 
it’s kind of like a toy, you know,” he says. “But 
when you think about it, there are thousands 
of ways we could use it.” Hirsch cited such 
examples as sending out updates on dress code 
regulations, issuing blanket warnings about 
forbidden hairstyles such as man buns, and 
urging strict adherence to prohibitions on 
live music. 

“It will be like having a good angel on your 
shoulder,” says Hirsch. “Who knows? Maybe the 
right alert sent at just the right time will prevent 
some wavering soul from turning to a life of 
crime.” According to Hirsch, Hamptons residents 
can expect to start receiving alerts within a 
few weeks. fi

back at it again. She and her husband, Eric 
Fischl, bought the 15,000-square-foot, 40-foot- 
tall former United Methodist Church next to the 
I] Capuccino restaurant on Madison Street and 
say they will convert it into a cultural center for 
the arts. The Village seems inclined to let them 
go for it. 

Ms. Gornik is a hero of Sag Harbor for what 
she has done for culture there. After the great 
downtown fire destroyed the Sag Harbor Cinema 
in 2016, she spearheaded the $8 million drive for 
the Sag Harbor Partnership to buy that property, 
which that group will restore to what it was 
and then some. The Cinema, before she led the 
drive for the money, had been an 80-year-old 
movie theater with 480 seats that had never 
undergone a full renovation. For years and years, 
people went there to watch either old classics 
or interesting indie films selected by the owner, 
Gerry Mallow, amidst a musty and sometimes 
nasty smell that pervaded the place. The prices

were cheap, Mr. Mallow had an impeccable eye 
for such films, and the whole experience was 
just a treasure. For live performances, there was 
Bay Street Theater on Long Wharf just down 
the street. For this intellectual experience, there 
was the Sag Harbor Cinema. As it happened, 
it was only in 2014 that some fumigators and 
carpenters got rid of the smell. And then came 
the fire. The great neon sign out front reading 
SAG HARBOR was only saved from the blaze by 
brave firemen in 30-foot hoist buckets who cut it 
away from the front wall just before it collapsed. 

And then April Gornik took the lead and got 
private donors and public funding to raise the 
$8 million necessary to buy the property from 
the saddened Gerry Mallow. Now Gornik is 
underway to raise another $6 million to build the 
new theater from the architect’s plans. 

The plans show not just the main theater, but 
also a second theater, a lecture hall, a screening 
room, a gallery and a rooftop terrace with an 
outdoor seating area. 

Since it will likely take a year or so to rebuild 
this expanded theater, Gornik and others have

put together a film series, a once-a-month 
screening of an important old film, introduced 
by one of our many celebrities, to take place 
in other venues around town, including, most 
often, the auditorium of Pierson High School in 
Sag Harbor. 

By the way, last week, the giant SAG HARBOR 
neon sign, out in the barn where it is being 
restored, was successfully lit up for the first time. 

And now comes the purchase by Gornik and 
her husband of the old church on Madison Street, 
which will become a cultural center for the arts. 
There’s no specific plan yet about what will take 
place there. But one would imagine painters’ 
studios, art classes, lectures, art shows of those 
who participate and maybe even dance classes 
and performances there. What there won't be 
there, it is believed, will be a rooftop café with an 
outdoor seating area. The upper roof was once 
the platform for the long-gone steeple to this 
church. You could get maybe six people upon 
it. Perhaps an easel, some paints and palette, a 
painter and a teacher. That’s it. 

The church was built in 1835. Those were

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the raucous years for Sag Harbor when the 
community was thriving as a whaling port—one 
of the four major whaling ports in the country, 
the other most famous being in New Bedford, 
Nantucket and Lahaina, Hawaii. More than a 
hundred whaling ships docked down at the wharf. 
There were bars and taverns all through town, also 
houses of prostitution, ship repair and wooden 
cask construction facilities. As the whalers sailed 
all over the world from Sag Harbor, the town was 
swarming with people from all different cultures 
speaking all different languages, including from 
the Pacific Islands, South America, China ‘and 
Sumatra. Many authors wrote about Sag Harbor 
in this era, the most famous being Herman 
Melville in Moby Dick. One author from that era, 
James Fenimore Cooper, wrote while living in 
Sag Harbor but not about it. His Leatherstocking 
Tales were about American pioneers in upstate 
New York. 
Anyway, the existence of this church is the 
reason today that access to the next-door Il 
_ Capuccino restaurant is from a door in the alley 
_ on the side of that restaurant farthest from the 
church. There was a law on the books in Sag 
Harbor that no establishment that served liquor 
could be entered within 500 feet of a church. 
- There were many churches in Sag Harbor. And 
so when the restaurant was later built, they came 
a cropper of this law but found that the far wall 
of the restaurant building was 501 feet away 
from the church. You could enter from there. So 
_you do. 
The church thrived for more than a 150 years, 
but by 2007 there were only 40 parishioners 


attending, and those numbers were declining. 
And so it was decided the best thing to do would 
be to sell the property. It was listed. A month 


_later, the pastor of the church, Tom McLeod, 


had an offer from Dennis Suskind, a former 
Southampton Town Councilman and partner 
of Goldman Sachs, to buy it for $2.4 million. 
That was a lot of money. And with it, they could 
build a smaller church nearby. The congregation 
approved the sale and the Suskinds moved to 
begin converting it.

After six months, the Suskinds decided not 
to move into it, which was the original plan. 
Instead, they put it back up for sale and sold it 
to a woman who wanted to convert it into an art 
and interior design studio, who then sold it to 
Sloan Schaffer, an art collector, who wanted to 
turn it into a private home. After that, it came 
into the hands of a developer who hired architect 
Bates + Masi to design the property as one of 
the most luxurious private homes imaginable— 
6 bedrooms, 10 bathrooms, pool, indoor spa, you 
name it. It was priced for sale at $23.5 million in 
2015 but never sold. Finally the price dropped 
to asking $9 million and Ms. Gornik and her 
husband bought it for $7 million on June 1. 


I was 15 when my dad moved our family out 
to live in Montauk. Before that, I lived in one 
house in the suburban town of Millburn, New 
Jersey. That town and those that surrounded it 
comprised my world. There were busy streets. 
The combined population of that area was about 
100,000 people. For that reason, it came as 
a sort of shock to move to the community of 
Montauk, in the sense that maybe 900 people 
lived in Montauk at that time. Everybody knew 
everybody. I liked that. Today, the permanent 
population of Sag Harbor is about 2,300 people, 
and everybody knows everybody. 

What I am wondering is, with April Gornik on 
the loose, the community might simply not have 
enough people interested in culture to fully flock 
to all that she is creating. As a result, it will fall to 
those 2,300 people to go to everything to keep it 
all going. 

I imagine a man and woman at home, perhaps 
on Garden Street, having lunch and discussing 
the situation. Everybody has to do their part. 

“So what’s next?” the man asks. 

“Well, there’s a seminar about art in the cultural 
center this afternoon and then a preview of a 
movie in the screening room at the theater.” 

“Can't we just stay home?” he asks. “I’m 
exhausted. This morning was the acrobats, 
yesterday was the dance recital, the day before 
the speaker about his trip to Nepal, and the day 
before that the fundraiser for the poor people 
of Bangladesh.” 

“Can't stay home,” she says. “It’s the art seminar 
or the movie preview. Or that new play at Bay 
Street.

My Squirrel Has Learned the Secret of Living Forever

squirrel lives in my yard. He’s lived here for 

s long as I have. I bought this house in 1977 

because it sits on the side of a hill across the street 

from the boats in Three Mile Harbor that dock 

there, and because the sun sets across the far 

shore every evening. The squirrel’s been here the 
whole time. 

This squirrel has no special markings. But I 
know that it’s him. Occasionally, he’ll stop on my 
front deck and look through the window at me. 
Yup, he says. Quite a place we have here. 

They say that the life span of a squirrel is three 
years. And they say that the life span of a person 
is seven score and 10. But I’m here to tell you that 
this squirrel has discovered the secret of longevity. 
I write this in 2018. He’s been here for 41 years. At 
least that. He might have been a full-grown adult 
when I bought the place. 

My friends come here to watch a game or play 
cards or have a meal and they notice the squirrel. 
“That guy still here?” they ask me. He is. 

He sits up on his hind legs, looking at us. 
He flicks his tail. Then he’s off again. Sometimes 
I see him scampering along the telephone 
wires that run from pole to pole down the road 
in front of the house. He'll stop halfway and 
enjoy the scene. Then he’s off again in that 


jerky way that squirrels have. He runs across the 
railing of the front deck, ignoring the dog barking 
at him from the living room. He’s used to this. 
I’ve had five dogs since I’ve lived here. The bark 
is different with each. The squirrel knows its easy 
come/easy go with the dogs. And they don’t do 
anything but bark. 

He gets lots of exercise. I see him out there quite 
often. He leaps from branch to branch in the trees. 
He'll scamper up onto the roof of the garage. I 
play basketball: out there—there’s a backboard 
on the garage—and he'll come close. Sometimes, 
in the fall, I watch him gathering acorns on the 
driveway. Winter is coming. I tell the guy with the 
leaf blower to not blow them all away. Leave some. 

The squirrel is neither fat nor thin. No anorexia. 
No obesity. You never see him barely able to 
waddle along as sometimes happens with other 
squirrels. He apparently eats well. Everything in 


moderation. I don’t think he’s been sick a day in, 


his life. 

He is also a bachelor. You don’t see him with 
a mate running alongside him, as mates are 
wont to do. He'll have a lady friend over 
occasionally, there’s no denying that; but 
they don’t stay. Maybe he’s difficult to get 
along with, or they think he’s too old for 
them. Maybe he just likes to love ‘em and 
leave ’em. I don’t know. Happy guy, he. 


As I mentioned earlier, he gets lots and lots 
of exercise.- On occasion, particularly on 
rainy days, you see him scampering around and 
around the swimming pool. He does it exactly a 
half-hour, neither more or less. He does this once 
a week, every Sunday. You can set a watch by him. 
It seems to be something spiritual. Or maybe it’s 
some sort of religious ceremony. We just don’t 
know. 

My wife loves the squirrel, too. On cold days in 
winter, she'll leave some food out for him. It’s a 
kind gesture, and I know he appreciates it, but it 
really is not necessary. 

The birds come and go. The deer come and go. 
One time there were four enormous turkeys in our 
upper yard. I went up there to scare them, but they 
got the message even before I got there and, with 
great hefty effort, flew off. This is our place—me 
and the squirrel and my wife. Our kids have flown. 
They have their own places now. 

We do have a red-crested cardinal who lives in 
one of the maple trees. But he’s only been here 
about 10 years. And I don’t know his story. 

Someday, I expect I will pass on. The squirrel 
might be sad about that. If you see him at the wake 
my friends will hold here at the house, leave him 
a little something out on the front deck. Let him 
know you care.

he really neat thing about the Hamptons 
International Film Festival is how putting 

on the identification necklace makes you feel 

you are an important part of the film industry.

My designation is Founder. FOUNDER means

festival in 1993 (which I was) or, alternatively, 
that I paid over $1,000 to get one that says 
Founder through an unbelievable journey in time 
travel that only happens in Hollywood, plus a 
whole lot of money.

This Week's Cover Arttist: Shain Bard 


ainter Shain Bard loves the fall. 

“Tm caught up, once again, in 
the lovely excitement I always find 
in the first currents of fall air, the 
gentle passing of the baton of late- 
summer’s heavy green leaves into 
fall’s complementary reds, oranges, 
dusty pinks and lemon yellows,” 
he says. “Fall has always been my 
favorite time of year (and winter, too, 
with its always magical snow), so I’m 
particularly glad to have a painting 
on Dan’s cover at this time of year.” 


How did your art career begin? 

When I started painting “seriously,” majoring 
in art at Hunter/Lehman College for my BA 
and MFA, I was painting large, unusual still life 
objects which were popular in the contemporary 
art world then, like blown-up TV dinner trays, 
smoked whitefish in supermarket Styrofoam 
packages, things like that, and it wasn’t until 
I moved to Long Island that I started painting 
landscapes, I think because Long Island is simply 
one of the most beautiful places in the world 


and it’s where I see landscapes all around me. 


everywhere I go. 

What was the inspiration for this piece? 
When I moved to Westbury, I started cruising 

around the North Shore mostly in Nassau County, 

and while I often don’t remember exactly where 


I’ve taken a picture for a painting, 
I do happen to remember exactly 
where I took the photo for this cover 
painting, “Early Fall Carscape.” It’s 
across the street—25-A, Northern 
Boulevard—from the entrance to New 
York Institute of Technology (NYIT), 
where I was offered a one-person 
show in their Wisser Memorial 
Library some time ago, and I took 
many photos cruising around their 
campus. Those majestic trees, with 
their summer-splotched skin, lined 
up like royal guards heralding you down the 
street and, metaphorically, into fall. I also see 
them as nature’s cathedrals...’'ve always found 
my cathedrals in the woods. I also loved the late- 
afternoon light of deepening hues and values, 
light and shadow. 

I don’t always, though, remember 
where exactly I’ve taken the photo for a painting, 
and it really doesn’t matter anyway. People often 
point to a landscape of mine and tell me they 
know that place. Then I know I have struck a 
chord in them, and yet, while they are somehow 
familiar with the territory, they are also 
really “seeing” it for the first time. It is, of 
course, as much of an internal place, as well 
as external.

What do you think the significance of 
painting is for contemporary society? 

I would say it’s what art has always been 
and always will be, a place of freedom to 
express our deepest feelings of being alive, apart 
from the dictates of whatever society is selling 
in the moment. There’s just so much that’s 
deeply troubling in the world today, and art 
is always there to transport us, or, in some 
cases, take us more deeply into expressing the 
truth of what’s going on, each of us in our own 
idiosyncratic and unique way. To me, art is life 
itself, and each new painting is an adventure of 
discovering myself, and what’s truthful and 
beautiful, all over again. I can honestly say that 
most of my happiest moments, when I’m most 
alive, have been. when I’m on a journey with 
paint. And I never know where it’s going to take 
me next, kind of like being lost in the woods, 
which to me is a good thing, because until you are

Why do this play now? 

Grice: Anytime is a good time to 
delve into our past and learn from it 
and know that whatever “tough times” 
we think we're going through today, 
stories like this provide a much needed 
reality check.

War 
doesn’t change all that much. 

I also knew I wanted to connect with 
some local re-enactors and finding the 
67th NY was a godsend. Their commander, Captain 
Joseph Bilardello, is a Vietnam vet. He spent an entire 
evening with the cast answering questions drilling 
them and giving some much needed background on 
what life was like for a Civil War soldier. He also gave 
me pointers on the uniforms and costumes.

actress loves. “It’s my favorite thing to do,” says Hilty, 
who has starred on Broadway, television and appeared 
in film, as well as lent her voice to various animated 
series.

In 2005, Hilty was cast in Broadway’s Wicked 
as Glinda, a soprano role. 

In 2012, Hilty joined the cast of Smash, which 
included Katharine McPhee, East End regular Debra 
Messing, Anjelica Huston and various theater actors. 
Hilty’s character, Ivy, was a struggling actress who 
desperately wanted to play Marilyn Monroe in the new 
Broadway show Bombshell. Her troubled character at 
first lost the role. but eventually went on to star in the 
show and win a Tony award. Hilty says that her theater 
background prepared her completely for the role of 
Ivy. “It was everything,” she notes. “I said, ‘I know this 
person!’ My interpretation of her is a combination of 
five different people I know. I come from this world, 
and I feel like I know these things pretty intimately.” 
After Smash, Hilty starred on the sitcom Sean Saves 
the World opposite Sean Hayes, who had guest-starred 


-on Smash. “He’s a dreamboat!” Hilty exclaims. “When 


Smash was over, he and NBC were like ‘We’ve got this 


role,’ and I was like, ‘I don’t even care what it is as long 
as I get to work with Sean again! He’s lovely and super 


generous.” Hilty jokes that she’s pitched the character 
of Ivy Lynn somehow crossing over to the rebooted 
Will & Grace, which stars both Hayes and Messing. 

Following her Staller Center concert, Hilty will head 
to the Kennedy Center for the Broadway Center Stage 
production of Little Shop of Horrors. Hilty notes that 
audiences can get a taste of her performance at Staller, 
where she'll sing a few songs from the show. 

The multi-talented Hilty is loving where her career 
has taken her. “I like doing everything and not in 
any particular order,” she says. “I love doing these 
concerts and my voiceover stuff, and I’m lucky I can 
do that until the right project comes along. I want the 
next thing to be right. I want to do it all, but I want 
all of them to be good! I want to feel like I’m doing 
something important! g@

S eptember began, as it so often does, on September 
1. This Saturday morning found me at the Springs 
Farmers Market where there are many tempting 
delights (Saturdays, 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. through October 
27)—particularly the almond croissants, but I was 
strong.

Pow Wow anticipating my annual Indian taco. 
It took me a full hour in line to get my annual 
fry bread topped with ground beef, lettuce, 
tomato and onion.

I spent the rest of the day testing recipes for my 
upcoming cookbook with Hillary Davis (The Hamptons 
Kitchen). My Caramelized Sweet Potatoes were good, 
really good, if I do say so myself.

Which only sounds like either 
an oxymoron or a no-brainer, but, actually, is quite 
nuanced. Let’s just say that it involves a raw peach and 
horseradish leaves, and, yes, we're still talking about 
food here. 

And, though I’ve been making my apple pie for 
years and it has won some contests, I think it’s better 
now, with apple cider vinegar instead of lemon juice. I 
think it would make my Great-Great Grandma Weink 
proud.

Four months 
later he arrived in New York with nine surviving ducks, 
which are the ancestors to all of Long Island’s Peking 
ducks. A local man, Warren Washington Hallock 
started raising this new breed. Within several years, 
his small duck farm had grown and led to additional 
farmers deciding to try their hand at the business 
as well. Eventually these businesses led to Eastport 
being known as the “Duck Capital” of the world. 
The industry prospered for nearly 80 years until 
New York State set regulations to help curb the 
pollution from these farms, resulting in the closure of 
many smaller duck farms. Curiously, according to the 
Westhampton Beach Historical Society, though the 
bay appears cleaner now, when the duck farms were 
most abundant—so were the clams, mussels and fish. 
Even eels and crabs were so abundant that they were 
shipped by the barrel to New York, yet today, eels are 
practically nonexistent. 


120 Maidstone Inn begins construction 

Construction of the Maidstone Inn, built by the 
Maidstone Improvement Company, began in 1898 
and was completed in 1901. The Inn was designed 
by architect Isaac H. Green Jr. of Sayville, who also 
designed the Maidstone Club’s first two clubhouses 
(both of which burned down in 1901 and 1921), Dr. 
Everett Herrick’s Pudding Hill house on Ocean Avenue, 
and Lorenzo G. Woodhouse’s Greycroft on Huntting 
Lane. The Maidstone Inn was considered to be East 
Hampton’s first hotel and the largest structure ever 
built in the town at the time. Located on Maidstone 
Lane near the Maidstone Club’s first clubhouse, it was 
perfectly situated for receiving summer visitors and

The Captain King House in New Suffolk Needs a New 


THE HISTORIC LIBBEUS VINCENT KING HOME AT 925 1ST STREET, NEW SUFFOLK 


his house was built in 1850 by Libbeus Vincent King 

(1821-1866), a whaleboat captain who was born 
in Wainscott. Libbeus: a name you don’t hear much 
anymore! Glancing through Jeannette Rattray’s East 
Hampton History book in the section about the King 
family, we also note way more “Egberts” than strictly 
necessary. Libbeus also had a son called Hedges, so we 
assume some association with the Hedges family, who 
later opened the eponymous inn. The same book notes, 
“Sag Harbor whaling annals say that Capt. Libbeus V. 
King was master of the schooner Susan on her last 
voyage, 1861-63. Capt. King took her into St. Helena 
when the crew, mostly local men, refused duty owing to 
her leaky condition. The U.S. Consul there persuaded 
them to work thevessel directly home and she was soldin 
New York.”) 

We note that King Street, in New Suffolk, which this 
property abuts, was named after good old Libbeus. 
Okay, enough about that; what about the property? On 
a quarter-acre of land right near the bay, with water
